The pld Roman Circus. 


The department of Greek and Roman 


antiquities at the British Museum has 
lately acquired a curious relic of Roman 
civic life, this being a circus placard 
found at Porto Portese (Lanuvium). It 
is a thin oblong slab of stone about 
three feet long, the upper corners of 
which are pierced with holes for cords 
to pass through, so that it might be 
hung outside the theater and warn those 
who came late that there was no room 
for them within the building. This ap- 
pears by the inscription in Latin: "Cir- 
cus full! Immense applause! 
Door 


shut!" 


From the same city the department has 


obtained two acceptable life size marble 
busts, the one being a portrait!' bast of 
Titus, interesting because of its intense 
character and verisimilitude and the 
comparative rareness of such busts of 
the emperor; the other is the likeness of 
a Roman gentleman, as yet, though full 
Of expression, unidentified. These works 
are the gift of Lord Savile, and were 
discovered during his excavations at 
Porto Portese.—Baltimore American.

Swordfishing is at once exciting, 


perilous and remunerative. Last year 
Bwordfish sold as high as eleven cents a 
pound in this port, and a single &sh will 
often -weigh 500 or even 1,000 pounds. 
The method of getting the fish affords 
an opportunity for great sport. Like 
the shark, the swordfish can be seen for 
a considerable distance by his blaok fin, 
which protrudes above the surface of 
the water as he swims. But unlike the 
shark, tlie swprdfih'B moves stoadily 
•with the upper tip of his tuil also out of 
the -water, as rigid and steady as the fin 
itself. Swordflsh also generally go in 
shoals. 


The swordfish is captured by means of 


a long spear or harpoon. 
To the shank 


of this spear is attached a stout liutj 
about 600 feet long, and to the end of 
the line is made fast a stout, water tight 
cask. 
Each harpoon is good for one 


swordfish, and a schooner usually carries 
a considerable number of them.—Port- 
land (Me.) Press.

Volta'a Discoveries. 


Volta, an Italian, made the discovery 


that two or more different metals are 
necessary in thq production of electric- 
ity. He constructed the "battery" or 
pile of silver and zinc, with several lay- 
ers of moistened paper between them, 
and with this simple experiment he pro- 
duced all the same effects of electricity 
and currents as powerful as electricity 
produced by friction of glass and sul- 
phur or by amber. This is the origin of 
what was known as the "voltaic pile," 
which was improved by experimenting 
with other substances, and by Volta 
himself. 


Instead of tbe two pieces of metal and 


moistened paper, he placed metal ships 
in cups of water and produced grand re- 
sults. Very little improvement has been 
made in the voltaic pile, and today it i» 
little changed from its first invention.— 
New York Telegram.
